WASHINGTON TALKS 
COMMUNIQUE 


Washington, Feb. 1. 
Britain and America admitted in a communique tonight 
after ‘summit’ talks here that “frank discussion” had failed to 
iron out differences on how to achieve their aims in the Far 
East—prevention of Communist ‘aggressive expansion by force 


or subversion.” 


Restriction of trade with Communist China will continue, 
they announced, but the controls would be reviewed ‘‘now and 
periodically’ (Britain is known to have wanted relaxation of 


controls). 


Sir Anthony Eden, President Eisenhower and their foreign ministers 
said this about the atom bomb: ;

They pledged themselves to 
strive for universal and cffec- 
ttvely controlled disarmament, 
but said that mcanwhile the 
“free nations must retain the 
power needed to deter aggres- 
sion,” 


Finally the leaders promised 
they would “cagerly grasp any 
genuine opportunity to free man- 
kind of tne pall cf fear and .o- 
security which now obscures 
what can and should be a 
glorious future ,"—Reuter. 


RUBBER MAY BE FREED 


Washington, Feb. 1. 

President Eisenhower and other top US officials agreed in their 
talks with the visiting British leaders to consider taking certain items, 
such as rubber, off the embargoed list which restricts trade ~with Red | Reuter.

The criterion to be followed, 
it was leamed, is the same os 
that which guldes the reviews 
of restrictiong on trode wih 
Eastern Europe: the overall 
interests of the free world. In 


other words, if US officials 
were persusded that it would 
do more harm than good to 
Jeave a certain item proscribed, 
presumably they would agree to 
climinate it from the China 
list.

If the first experience with 
new food is with = straincd 
carrots, vegetable or fruit such 
ag those avallabie in the 
prepared baby foods, he may be 
ireatly su: . He may 
even hold the morsel in his 
mouth, eject it or close his py 
nyga{nst more of it. 


If you are very slow and 
gentie,ihis. resistance mity. melt 
away tt a few moments. 


Here's come strategy to follow: 
llold the tiny morsel on the tip 
of the spoon between his lps 
for u moment or two. If his 
resistance Js not marked, this 
may help him to accept it. And 
this method will apply every 
time new foods are introductd. 


But if the resistance is pro- 
nounced, pushing food into his 
mouth could be very harmful 
and start a serious cating 
problem. It's better to crr on 
the side of quitting your efforts 
and wailing to try again later. 


The first thme you put a 
spoon between his lps is most 


important, It might be wise 
merely to bathe the tip of the 
spoon in the broth of the food. 
If the strained morsel is visible, 
it had better be no bigger than 
a pea. The rest of the meal 
should be gtven u Httle at o 
tume, 


If Ho Resists 


Let it be “slow and casy’* 
when you try to train him _to 
drink mk Iyom a.cup. ;

Some mothers report good 
results when a very full cup Is 
placed to the baby’s mouth.
